‘The tank is a British invention. 
“In the Allied armies,” says the Daily 
Mail (London Year Book for 1919), 
“the British invention of the tank has 
been recognized in 1916 as one of the 
most important of the whole “history 
of war, and’ tanks of various patterns 
were built and adopted by the French 
and American armies, as well as by 
the British.

a reduction of $461,038,132.
